RIGHT AND WRONG WAY 


There is a right way to accomplish any= 
thing that should be accomplished, and 
there is also a wrong way. This fact ap- 
plies very strongly to Bolshevism. That 
is most decidely the wrong way to accom- 
plish anything, except anarchy, bloodshed, 
murder, rioting, thievery, desolation, dis- 
tress, starvation and chaos.

can via fire and sword, violence, anarchy | 


or its twin pate Bolshevism. 
When the News advises thusly to. La- 


‘ bor, it does’ so for Labor’s own sake, and 


not because it is on the other side, for it 
is not.
